The printing of cards containing 
a seathing “definition of a scab” 
made him lIiable to a jail sentence 
for violating a temporary injunction | 
granted to the Big Four Rallroad, 
Federal] Judge English declared at 
East St. Louls yesterday, in lecturing 
E. B. Tucker, secretary-treagurer of | 
the Mattoon (Hl.) Journal Co., be-| 
fore dismissing contempt proceedings | 
against him on Tucker’s promise to 
refrain from similar actions. | 

Tucker had gsserted he had print- 
ed the cards as a matter of regular 
job work and did not believe he had 
Violated any provisions of the in-/| 
junction. 

“These cards will raise more hell 
and cause more trouble in C ea} 
County than if you had gone dut! 
with a double-barreled shotgun,” | 
Judge English told Tucker. ‘‘They are 
nothing more than a smoldering vol- 
cano. You knew the man who or- 
dered them intended to distribute’ 
them, thus inflaming the minds of 
strikers and their sympathizers. In 
such circumstances, it is for you to 
_ stick by the courts and your county, 
and not by the railréads, the etrikers 
nor the ‘scabs.’ ”’ 

Charges Dismissed. 

Judge English also dismissed con- 
tempt charges againat Ben McFar- 
land, T. J. Davis and EB. A. Dant of 
Mount Carmel, IIL, former employes 
of the Big Four, when they showed 
they had been on the road's property 
at Mount Carmel in legitimate pur- 
suits and not as trespassers. Hé lec- 
tured the men, however, because he 
said he believed from the testimony 
that they were willing to take con- 
certed, perhaps unfair, action against 
the railroad. 

“I had hoped you men would win 
fairly,” he%aid. “I have hammered 
iron as many days as you have ‘rail- 
roaded.’ I know what it is to be- 
long to a labor organization, and I 
can tell you that,anything you gain 
by unfairness is not lasting.’’

“Tilegitimate’”’ Should Have No

onwedded. was rescued in time from 
drowning herself and her baby 

Where are the men in both of 
these cases? Scot-free' The women 
bave borne the brunt of the burden. 

In the crying words of the latter 
mother: 

“Tl was going to find a bit of rope 
ané tie the baby fast to my »reast 
before I jumped. and then there 
wouldn't be any chance that he would 
be saved to be an orphan in a world 
where he wasn't wanted 

The other wronged woman is de- 
ecribed br her mother as follows: 

“She was a hard-working girl, and 
@0 good-hearted’ Many nights she 
has done my work after her own was 
@nished and has done a!) kinds of lit- 
tle things to save me. 

“She adored her baby and saved 
aod ecraped and worked to geet 
enough money to board and clothe it 
We were up against the same old 
preblem always. It was unbearable 
the way the people in town treated 
us. I don’t want my child to liveina 
emall town any more. I wish I didn't 
have to live in one myself. 


“T don’t want people to believe she 
left her child to die in a swamp. I 
know she couldn't have done that. 
Ghe doesn’t know anything about 
New York and she was suffering so 
much then that we didn't know at the 
time she left home whether she 
would live to see her new babr.” 


Oh, the tragedy of it all! If eny 
human being in the world bears the 
cross and pays the penalty it is such 
women. 

Not only do ther have the phvsical 
torture of bringing the child into the 
world, but the added menta! suffer- 
ing of knowing that the man in 
whom they trusted has left them in 
their misery. 

And then that is not enough. They 
have to face the people—the com- 
munity that puts the brand of “ille- 
gitimate™ on the baby and makes the 
mother's life a living hades because 
she is an outcast in the camp of civ- 
ilization in which she lives. 

When, oh when, will we wake up 
and purge ourselves of such perni- 
cious prejudices” 

When. oh when, wIl] we take the 
word “illegitimate” away from the 
child who has done nothing but 
come into the world unasked as any

I would like to make a law that 
would put behind the bars a person 
who would dare to call a child “ille- 
gitimate” or give pain to such a 
child. There is no more reason why 
such a person should not be made to 
pay the full penalty of his crime. for 
it is a crime, than for him to give 
“mental anguish” to any other be- 
ing. and he can be brought to the 
courts for that. 

The world can only get better— 
rou and I will only become bigger— 
as we have a broader and more hu- 
man attitude toward the unwanted 
child. 

The fear of the narrow-minded is 
that if we condone the offense there 

ill be more such children. What 
rot! What woman wants to face Aa 
situation like this? Neither will our 
repellent, straight-laced outlook act 
as a deterrent on such occurrences. 

But what we can do to save 
row and suffering is to cultivate the 
right spirit toward such a mother 
and her child and give her the hand 
that reassures and the aid she needs 
in her darkest hour. 

If we teach such mothers and chil- 
Gren that the milk of human kind- 
ness forever flows, then we will have 
truly carried out the patience and 
the piety of the great Nazarene. who 
forgave with “Go thy war and sin 
mo more,” and who said: “Suffer lit- 
tle children to come unto me.”’ 

There was no such word as “ille- 
gitirmmate” in His vocabulary. Let us 
do away with it in connection with 
the unwanted child!
